General White prove nothing, as the 
general is not iike^y to send pigeons 
with anything1 unpleasant or indica- 
tive of anxiety, as the birds are liable 
to fall into the hands of the Boers. 


Jottbert'* Forces May Be Getting Into 


a Trap 


The signs are that the greater part 


of the Boers are concentrating be- 
tween Ladysmith and Colenso, 'but the 
stories are so contradictory ft is im- 
possible to assert this absolutely. If 
true, while it cuts off Ladysmith. the 
risk to the Boers la also great, for it 
will give General White a great chance 
to Intercept retreat when Lord Methu- 
on advances from the south, unless, 
in the meantime, Joubert succeeds in 
crushing the beleaguered garrison. 


That the latter is completing prepa- 


rations for a series of desperate at- 
tacks on General White's position Is 
not doubted, and heavy fighting may 
be heard of any moment 


General White's united forces must 


be enduring a daily ordeal which will 
hardly Improve the fighting efficiency, 
and the danger of shortness of ammu- 
nition looms up large. 


On the development of the situation 


in Ladysmith in the immediate future 


probably depends th« length of the 
war. 
General White Mnrt Hold IiadrsmUh 


to Save the Situation 


It is pointed out If Gen. White can 


maintain his position until November 
26 or 28, the British authorities will be 
fully satisfied. All danger In Natal will 
be over. Should he fall to do so and 
be compelled to abandon his guns and 
stores or retire with heavy loss south- 
ward where the Boers are In position 
on Tugela river it is impossible to pre- 
dict what may happen. 


On the other hand should the situa- 


tion at Ladysmith not be materially 
changed before November 28 it is confi- 
dently predicted the majority cf the 
Boer force will be caught between the 
two British forces and compelled to re- 
treat over the dlflicult Tintwa pass or 
Hvershook, 
after 
abandoning their 


guns.

TEXTILE OPERATIVES WILL ASK 


ONCE MOEE FOR ADVANCE 


Pall River. Mass., Nov. 11.—The action 


of the Weavers' union Thursday nflgrht, 
to all appearances, will make positive! 
the sentiment in the Textile council as 
to future action «n the wage question. 
That sentiment Will be to ask for on 
advance of 10 percent once more, naming 
a later date than Nov. 13 for it to go into 
effect, and this will give the manufac- 
turers another opportunity for a con- 
ference. 
It is said by some that this 


opportunity will be token advantage of, 
and it is hoped that a peaceful settlement 
of the wage difficulty will be reached. 


"If it were the middle of winter and the 


snow deep on the ground," declared a 
prominent member of the Textile coun- 
cil very earnestly, "the operatives would 
strike as a protest against the action o* 
the manufacturers. And when they 
once come out they will make a long and 
determined fight I say this because a 
few of the manufacturers have the im- 
pression that because winter Is so near 
at hand the operatives will not fight 
Th« help of this city will nght and flght 
hard for what they believe in Justice be- 
longs to them. Manufacturers point to 
the higher price of midoalng uplands 
cotton in the New York market today, 
when they know that no regular print 
cloth mills in UI» city us* such a grade 
of cotton. I was given a sample of cot- 
ton used in one of the mills here, and It 
was made up of tht sweepings of th« 
cotton field, after the crop bad been 
gathered. There was no staple to it at 
all, and this is the grade of upland* 


many of tbe Fall River mills use. The 
greater portion of the cotton ware- 
bouse* of this city are stocked with from 
nine months to a year and a half's sup- 
ply of cotton, bought when the quota- 
tion was low. 


"We will win this fight. If It were 


spring instead of winter the mill men 
would yield more readily, but I tell you 
if it were spring we would ask for a 20 
percent increase instead of demanding 
10 percent." 


The words of this member of the coun- 


cil express the sentiment in that body, 
and it Is a probability that if the manu- 
facturers do not yield the council will 
order a strike. 


A stockholder who holds a large num- 


ber of shares in local mills said that he 
believed the advance should have been 
conceded gracefully and without any 
hesitation on the part of the Manufac- 
turers' association. He believes that it 
will be given rather than allow a strike 
to occur.' 


The Slasher Tenders' union last night 


discussed th« wage situation in the mills 
Of this city, and concurred with other 
unions In instructing it* delegates to the 
Textile council to insist oh the 10 per- 
cent advance. It was further voted to 
abide by any decision the Textile council 
should make in pressing the demand, 
but is not bound to accept the council's 
decision should that body decRte not to 
urge the increase. Only two votes 
were against the proposition-In tbe secret 
ballot.

making a heroic stand at Ladysmith, 
but at the same time it is leahzed that 
he is confronted by heavy odds, and the 
absence of reliable news is disquieting. 


The fear is beginning to be felt that he 


is out of ammunition for his long range 
guns, for in the recent reports from him 
nothing is saidi of the naval guns whose, 
work was so effective in the early en- 
gagements. 


At the same time the Boers seem to be 


keeping up a continuous bombardment, 
and he is evidently relying on frequent 
sorties to prevent the Boer line from 
closing in too near. 


The great question now is how soon 


General Buller will be able to send him 
relief. It is feared that the Boers, with 
the heavy guns which they have been 
getting into position during the last few 
days, may be able to render the place un- 
tenable before the expected! reinforce- 
ments arrive. 


But in any case the British officials are 


moving heaven and earth to get aid to 
Ladysmith at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Troops are now rushing from 
Cape Town to relieve General White, A 
thousand men have already covered part 
of the way from there to Durban. They 
•will probably land there from the trans- 
port Roslyn Castle on Sunday or Mon- 
day. Within. & week or 10 diays a force 
of 8000 men may be ready to begin the 
adrvance, if General White can hold out 
until that time. 


News that the Boers are bringing up 


heavier guns against General White has 
come from Durban. This has mace the 
eendflng of reinforcements more urgent 
than ever. Buller may go to Durban 
himself to direct the Natal operations. 


Public anxiety has only been deepened 


by the dispatches from General Buller, 
giving the latest news received by 
pigeon post from General White. White's 
communication covers occurrences at 
Ladysmith up to Tuesday. 


The most significant feature of it is 


the absence of details as to the fighting 
around Ladysmith. It is certain that 
fighting occurred on Friday. The two 
English residents of Ladysmith who es- 
caped through the Boer lines, and are 
now at Estcourt, say that the British 
lost 150 killed and! wounled in that fight- 
ing. 


No one here bell eves that White would 


send dispatches without giving an ac- 
count of that fighting. It is believed th at 
he did send such an account and that 
General Buller has suppressed it- 
As 


there would be no reason to suppress it 
if it was at all favorable, it is believed 
tinat it "'£,* vcr1" liiif—vcriiblc

deepened the fears as to White's safety. 


Another ominous feature is the peculiar 


inactivity of the Boers around White's 
position. The enemy is- apparently plan- 
ning some coup, and experience with the 
Boers has shown that when they begin 
to plot something serious is likely to 
happen. 


It is believed her,e that they are hurry- 


Ing heavier guns from 
Pretoria and 


quietly getting them into position for a 
final effort to destroy White. 


The latest press dispatches, dated Nov. 


€, declare that the Boers then had their 
guns dominating Ladysmith on the east, 
north and west. They add this ominous 
etatement: "Our large naval guns, un- 
fot-tunately, are not yet ready to reply." 
These are the guns on which White de- 
pended, and if the Boers have brought 
up more heavy weapons his position may 
be made desperate. 


Everything indicates that there is some 


Important move contemplated by the 
Boers As they have only got about a 
week to reduce Ladysmith, it is believed 
that they are going to make a tremen- 
dous effort to overwhelm White. 


The troopahip Bavarian sailed from 


Queenstown last evening for the Cape, 
carrying the Connaugtit Rangers, the 
first battalion of the Royal Dublin fusi- 
liers and a contingent of miscellaneous 
troops, altogether over 2000 men, and a 
large quantity of stores. 
Crowds wit- 


nessed and cheered the departure of the 
vessel. 


It is said that General Buller never ex- 


pected to commence the campaign be- 
fore Christmas, and it now looks as 
though this will be the case. 
Certainly 


no artillery can reach Durban before 
Nov. 
14, and, without additional guns, 


an advance from Estcourt would be im- 
possible. 
No doubt, as Lord Salisbury 


said in a recent speech, England will 
"muddle through it," and yet another 
illustration of muddling haa become ap- 
parent in the faVt that gunnery in- 
structors have only just arrived at Wool- 
wich arsenal for instruction in siege 
train duties. 
Althqutrh hurried prepa- 


rations ' are being made to prepare the 
eiege trains, the fact that men are at 
Devonport, and tfie guns at Woolwich 
leems to show that the idea of the slegt 
train was quite an afterthought.

WOMAN IN THE

Shooting o! Young Middleton Expected to De- 


vo'op Into a Sensation. 


Stoughton, Maes., Nov. 11.—The Mid- 


dleton shooting incident is the talk of 
this entire neighborhood, especially as 
the police say that they will have a man 
under arrest within a few hours, whom 
they are Certain did the shooting. As 
the police surmised, there is a woman 
involved, and an extremely interesting 
story is expected to be developed. 


Since Monday night, when 17-year-old 


Frank Middleton was shot by an un- 
known man on the lonely railroad bridge 
at McHugh's crossing, both the state 
and local police have been at work, and 
While developing considerable evidence 
to show reasons for the shooting on the 
part of a certain man, they were con- 
stantly misled by conflicting statements 
by the victim. The local officers went 
to the hospital in Boston, at which Mid- 
dleton is being cared for, and got what 
thej think is a straight story from him. 
On their return the officers said that the 
arrest would be made within 24 hours, 
and1 promised some interesting facts. 


The principal interest in the case at 


this stage centers on the reason given 
by Middleton for his being at McHugh's 
crossing at 8 o'clock that night, aud 
whether there were two or three wit- 
nesses to the shooting. 


Considered by the Cabinet 


Washington, Nov. 11.—The question of 


the purchase or United States bonds by 
the government was under discussion 
by the cabinet for nearly an hour yes- 
terday. Secretary Gage explained the 
situation fully, and it now appears to be 
settled that no purchases will be made 
for the present at least. Although the 
secretary has not expressed his view* on 
the subject for publication, it is known 
that he is considering the question of 
refunding the 4 and 5 percents into long j 
term bonds bearing 2" percent interest.

of Beggs & Cobb was practically de- 
stroyed by flre yesterday.

staff of the Twentieth Kansas regiment 
arrived here yesterday as guests of the 
Knife and Fork club.

They never get into the pa- 
pers On the night of April 27,1898, when 
General MacArthur told me that the 
Grand river bridge would have to be 
taken and I asked 16 officers and men to 
go with me, where to be taken appar- 
ently meant certain death, 50 of them 
were eager to go. Since I returned to 
America I have heard not one word of 
Captain O'Hara, who was one of the 
bravest and most efficient officers) in the 
Orient Numberless instances couldi be 
mentioned where bravery has not been 
applauded." 


Preliminary Estimates on Crops. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—The November 


report of the statistician of the depart- 
ment of agriculture will give 25 2 bush- 
els as the average yield per acre of corn, 
according to'the'preliminary returns of 
the department's correspondents. The 
preliminary estimate of the average 
yield of buckwheat is 17 2 bushels per 
acre, against 17.3 bushels last year. The 
estimated average yield of potatoes is 
88.7 bushels per acre, as compared with 
75 2 bushels last year, 64.6 bushels in 1897, 
and 75 2 bushels, the mean of the pre- 
liminary averages of the last 10 years. 
The estimated average yield of hay is 
1.35 tons per acre, as compared with 1 55 
tons last year, 1.42 tons m 1897, and 1.27 
tons, the mean of the preliminary aver- 
ages of the last 10 years. There is a de- 
cided decrease in the rate of yield 
throughout the eastern, east central, 
southern, southwestern: and Rocky 
mountain states.

CIVIL RULE FOR CUBA 


Presence of Military Force, How- 


ever, Eeqnired for Some Time 


New Tork, Kov. 11.—Brigadier Genera' 


Ludlow, military governor of Havana 
was interviewed yesterday on the Wash- 
ington report that General Brooke is 
to be retired aa military governor of 
Cuba and that General Wood is to be 
appointed civil governor of the island. 
He said: 


BRIGADIER GENERAL LKOTTAKD WOOO. 
"Assuming that the 
administration 


really proposes a change substantially as 
set forth, it does not surprise me. The 
change outlined would not, however, in 
my judgment, be so radical as might at 
flrat be thought General Brooke is now 
virtually a Ivll governor, as well as a 
military governor. 
General Wood, if he 


should be made the head of the govern- 
ment of Cuba, would be, as I understand 
the scheme, denominated civil governor, 
but he would not be divested either of 
his military rank or of military au- 
thority and power. 
A military force 


would remain in th« Island and would 
be necessarily—or at least almost cer- 
tainly—subject to the supreme head, tha 
civil governor. 


"It has been o«r constant aim to subor- 


dinate the military to the civil power. 
Hence I should not regard the change 
elated to be proposed as a Ion*; step 
towards the establishment of a purely 
native government, followed by the ab- 
solute withdrawal of the United States 
from all active participation in the di- 
rection of Cuban affairs. 
The para- 


mount obligation which rests upon the 
government of the United States is to 
•ce that there exists and continues in 
Cuba a form of government which pre- 
serves peace and order, and protects the 
llve» and property of all. 
With this 


obligation fully assumed, aa I believe it 
to be, the step suggested as about to 
be taken cannot be Interpreted aa 
abridging In any great degree the period 
to elapse before the Ctihana are fully 
Intrusted with their own destiny. 


"I apeak from my knowledge <rf the 


present situation in thft liland, with Its 
ravages of wmr as yet unrepaired and re- 
quiring time to repair, ite agricultural 
collapse, Its industrial depression, Its 
educational hiatus and the character of 
the Cuban people. 
That character in 


3h« tMM* r-M»MM>t«,tivei of the people la 


full of urbanity, refinement and intel- 
ligence, especially acuteness and sub- 
tlety, but it is almost totally devoid of 
executive and practical power, and 
particularly 
of 
that 
instinct 
of 


cohesion, which le essential to the 
formation of majorities, 
and of that 


respect for the majority which can alone 
render a minority orderly and safe. 
Thus they lack prime elements of ef- 
fective national action. 


"With reference to General Wood, I 


have no hesfltation in expressing a strong 
sense of the admirable quality of the 
work he has accomplished in Cuba, and 
of the ability which has enabled him to 
do it. 


"Of the Cuban cabinet It may be said 


that it has not been entirely satisfactory, 
a fact chiefly resulting from those fun- 
damental defects of Cuban character to 
which I have just alluded, and which 
seems to pervade all spheres of native 
administrative action. 


"I should not think that our govern^ 


ment contemplated any extensive work 
upon the fortifications of Cuba, 
The 


first thing for us to do is to create in 
Cuba something worth an enemy's tak- 
ing. 
Let us have schools there before 


we talk of fortification*. 
There is not 


m Cuba a schoolhouse worthy of the 
name—nothing but the most dilapidated 
and disreputable hovels ever called by 
the name of schoolhouses. In Ha\ana 
alone I want $3,000,000 for schoolhouses. 
As to harbor improvements it is not un- 
likely that the government may under- 
take sometihing " 


Which Shall It Be? 


Louisville, 
Nov. 
11—The 
official 


count of the ballots cast on Tuesday was 
begun yesterday throughout the state. 
Judging from the progress already made 
the official returns will show no great 
variation from the 
unofficial figures, 


which give Louisville and Jefferson 
county to th& Republicans by a plurality 
of about 3000. There is no change in the 
claims of the party managers. 
The 


Democrats assert that Goebel will have 
a plurality of 5000, while the nominee 
himself places it at 7000. 
The Repub-

Brad- 
street's approximate ind«x number of 
Nov. 1 showedi a gain- of 1 percent for 
the month and of 12 percent as com- 
pared with Jan. 1 this year, and is at the 
highest point reported since April, 1893.

Ithe mountain in order to get to the 
iiorthward of Bayombong. 


"General MacArthur ia continuing

It Is well to remember, in the first 


place, that the Boer and the Briton 
have met In deadly array on •everal 
previous occasions^ with the result of 
an overwhelming and disastrous defeat 
for the eccond party. In the battle of 
Lalng's Nek, Ingogo, Majuba hill and 
In the Jameson raid, the Boers were 
vlctortOTiii although tte BrtUMk out- 


numbatwd th»m in aearty «v«ry tw 
wtance. In fact, prevtouB to the pres- 
ent war the British had never won a 
victory over tha 
Boers, 
except at 


Bhoomphata, in 184S, when th» latter 
had nothing better than fltat-looks, 
while their foe* were equipped with 
heavy artillery. In the conflict at Ma- 
Juba hill in 1880 the Boera won against 
greater odds, it Is said, than have been 
won by any volunteer army in mod- 
ern times. Their charge up the hill 
In the face of an overwhelming foe 
haa never been surpassed In war his- 
tory. Their total force on thla occas- 
slon was only 160 men, while the Brit- 
ish had 600 and were strongly en- 
trenched. Men capable of such mag- 
nificent deeds—and the same Boers are 
In the fighting line today— may bring 
about results that 
will astonish the 


world. The crushing1 defeat of 
the 


British at tiady&mith may be only a 
forerunner of like disasters to the in- 
vading army. 


Fighting, ag they are, in their home 


land, the Boers have some natural ad- 
vantages in their favor 
to 
count 


ship, military science, and weight of 
numbers. South Africa is a country 
practically without harbors or naviga- 
ble rivers. Its coast-line on both sides 
is almost unbroken. Between the At- 
lantic coast and the highlands of the 
interior stretches a drea,ry waste of 
sand dunes 
and treeless , waterless 


plains, while the east coat is swampy 
and malarious to an alarming degree. 
The Transvaal republic itself is com- 
pletely landlocked. Under these con- 
ditions the British will have great 
difficulty In transporting their forces 
to the seat of war and massing them 
against the enemy, while their boasted 
and invincible navy will have no call 
for action, at all unless some of the 
coast countries shall become involved 
in the struggle 


Another element In favor 
of 
the 


burghers of the Transvaal lies in the 
fact that they will dioubitlesa be as- 
sisted in. their struggle by one or more 
of the 
neighboring South 
African 


states, and, at all events, by a large 
number of people in the regions adja- 
cent who are allied to them, by ties 
of blood and language. 
The Orange 


Free State haa already decided to cast 
its weight Into the scale of war on 
the side of the Boers, and has sent to 
their aid an army of 20,000 men aa val- 
iant in fight as their Transvaal kins- 
men. Natal, another neighbor, 
can. 


muster In an emergency an army of 
at least 3,000 men of Boer extraction 
who would be happy at the cbjance of 
putting a blow at an old enemy. But 
larger and more formidable than all 
of these outside forces together wiould 
be the Afrikander element in Cape Col- 
ony, to whom President Kruger haa 
made a passioniate appeal for help. 


A high military authority gitves the 


entire British ajrany, including re- 
serves, available for service in South 
Africa at 60,000 men, to -which a few 
thousand, irregulars gathered 
from 


other pairta of the empire may after- 
ward be added. 
Upon the basis of 


these figures the chances of war for 
the burghera do not appear so bad, 
after all, despite the dear-bought vic- 
tories- of the British at Glencoe and 
Elandslaagte 


Another still larger and possibly de- 


terming factor in the situation may be 
found in the native African of black 
population of the region of disturbance. 
It is asserted that these peiople will 
adhere to the British cause, but that 
is by no means a certainty.—Leslie's 
Weekly.

General Sir Eedvers Henry Buller, 


V, C., entered as ensign the King's 
Royal Rifle Corps. He took part in the 
Chinese war of I860, went to Manitoba 
in 1870 with Lord Wolsely, against 
Kiel, and three years later to the Gold 
Coast. In the Ashantl campaign of 1873, 
General Buller took part In four en- 
gagements, including the decisive bat- 
tle of Coomassle. After five years, he 
was back again in Africa, where, lead- 
ing the Frontier Light Horse against 
the Kaffirs, he exhibited great per- 
sonal bravery. He participated, distin- 
guishing himself more than ever in the 
battlefield, In the Zulu war of 1879, and 
In the Boer war that followed. He was 
present at Kassasin and Tel-el-Kebir, 
at El Teb and Tamat and won the bat- 
tle of Abu-Klea. 


General Buller is also known as the 


author of the Infantry Drill Book. He 
Is a man of enormous energy, and of 
a peculiar cold daring, which springs 
from the 
head 
rather 
than the 


emotions. A rigid disciplinarian, stern 
and exacting, he is feared and re- 
spected. There is more cruelty than 
mercy In h<a composition,

back a report 0f how it was done," re- 
marked Rudrovr, who proved as sharp 
ts his appearance was odd. "If there's 
an advance of half a mile by the firing 
line the wire has been brought up and 
cut, the Instrument attached and an 
operator Is seated at his little table 
sending dispatches to brigade head- 
quarters describing the charge before 
the troops have stopped panting." 


"Do the signal service men at the 


front work In the trenches or Just be- 
hind the firing line?" 


The gray old operator smiled. 
"Trenches? Nonsense. Right on the 


line, within 200 yards of the enemy, 
Bitting at your little table sending dis- 
patches for the colonel, the 'majors, the 
adjutant or receiving orders. Oh, they 
shoot at you all right enough. Often 
they get In behind and cut the wires. 
Some Lave been shot while climbing 
the poles. The colonels and regimental 
officers are always right at the front 
and brigade headquarters from one- 
half mile to one and a half miles In the 
rear. The operators take turns at the 
front. 


"Nearly everything In the signal 


service is telegraphy. Once In a great 
while the flags were used, but only 
where we couldn't use the wire. That 
wasn't often, for we waded through 
swamps up to the chest, dragging the 
wire after us. There's no dashing about 
of couriers and orderlies carrying or- 
ders as there was In the civil war. The 
telegraph does everything."

CHANCES IN PARAGUAY. 


Farmen Can Get Bis; Returns For 


Their Money In Ratalng Orange*. 
Consul John N. Ruffln of Asuncion, 


Paraguay, has recently made a tour 
through that country and has written 
a report on the subject to the state 
department at Washington. In speak- 
ing of his visit to Villa del Pilar Mr. 
Ruffin says: 


"The orange trees here suffer no 


damage from the cold. A man can 
start a good orange plantation with 
$1,500 gold, and In eight years after 
planting the seeds 'his income should 
be $4,000 or $5,000 gold a year. Dur- 
ing the first eight years he can raise 
vegetables, thus making a fving till 
the oranges are ready to harvest The 
season for oranges Is June, July and 
August. There is not so much labor 
involved as in raising cotton. Another 
paying industry would be an establish- 
ment for making marmalade. 
There 


are thousands and thousands of or- 
anges lying on the ground which could 
be obtained for an Insignificant sum, 
probably amounting to no more than 
the cost of taking them away. 


"Sweet potatoes grow with little care 


the whole year, though not so well in 
July and August. Many are exported. 
Squashes were sold in March for $2.50 
gold per basket, holding 25 or 30. To- 
matoes sell for about $1.50 to $2.50 
gold per basket. Watermelons reach 
56 pounds in weight and are ready one 
month before the Buenos Ayres melons 
are ripe (December). Mnskmelons and 
cantaloupes are also much in demand. 
Strawberries grow well and bring high 
prices in Buenos Ayres; gooseberries 
also. Florida peaches would do well- 
In fact, anything that grows well In 
Florida will thrive here."

RUSH FOR INDIAN BRIDES/ 


Why White Men Are Anxlov* to Wed 


Choctaw Sauavr*. 


An Independence (Kan.) dispatch to 


the New York World states that during 
the past few weeks the matrimonial 
business in the Choctaw Nation, In- 
dian Territory, has been at its height. 
Along the borders of the Choctaw hun- 
dreds of tents wei$4pitched and occu- 
pied by white men bunting squaw 
wives. 


For years a white man marrrtjg a 


Choctaw squaw immediately became 
the owner of 550 acres of choice land 
in tbat nation and was allotted so 
much money every year by the govern- 
ment for each memb'er of the family. 
Consequently the more children in the 
family the larger the amount of money 
received. This rule-and the 4act that 
tbe Choctaw women'are naturally and 
exceedingly attractive have made them 
much sought after by white suitors. 


A few weeks ago the Dawes com- 


mission issued an order <providing-tbat 
after Nov. 1, 1899, a man wbo was not 
of Choctaw blood marrying an Indian 
woman should not be allowed to share 
in the lands and money of the tribe. 
This ruling caused, jthe men who were 
anxious to share the fortunes of 
squaws to marry much earlier than 
they had intended. Consequently the 
Choctaw Nation country has been filled 
by white men hunting wives, and since 
the order was made more than 600 In- 
dian women have been married to 
white men. A big rush was made on 
the marital market on two recent days, 
and more Indian marriage ceremonies 
were solemnized at that time In the 
Choctaw Nation than in any previous 
six days in the history of the nation. 


The great majority of the Choctaw 


girls are pure white and have beautiful 
complexions; most of them have black 
hair and eyes, although a few are per- 
fect blonds. As a rule they are high- 
ly educated, and if they have any 
White blood in them at all they will 
not marry Indians; consequently the 
white men have heretofore been some- 
what in demand. The girls marry at 
17 years of age. 


President Kruger'i Milk Cow. 


The uitlanders in the Transvaal are 


fond of referring to themselves as 
President Kruger's milk cow. 
To 


make clear the point of the nickname 
they point out that 89 per cent of the 
total revenue of the Transvaal is paid 
by the uitlanders and only 11 per cent 
of it by the Boers. The exact figures 
are said to be as follows: Amount of 
revenue from uitlanders, $21,863,076; 
amount of revenue from Boers, $1,819,- 
520. In comparing the amounts ex- 
pended by the republic for the two 
classes of its citizens a strange con- 
trast is found. On the authority of 
the Pall Mall Gazette, which declares 
it takes the figures from the official 
records, it is stated that 84 per cent of 
the total expenditure is for "purely 
Boer purposes" and only 16 per cent is 
spent In a way which is of any benefit 
to the uitlanders, who contribute near- 
ly 90 per cent of the total amount so 
spent It is further potated out that, 
while a majority of the uitlanders are 
Englishmen there are also a large 
number of j&merlcans, Germans and 
people of v*>.6ther nationalities among 
the foreign population. The English 
papers therefore claim that in fight- 
ing the battle of the uitlanders against 
the oppression of the Boers they de- 
serve, though they do not ask, the sym 
patby of other nations.

In December fol- 
lowing, after receiving notice from an 
agent in Springfield, she sent on proofs 
of loss, and there is a legal question of 
importance as to whether she complied 
with the terms of the policy, which 
says that this schedule must be sent 
"forthwith." There are some other 
questions that the supreme court have 
not had occasion to settle fully.

The quarterly report of the Boston & 


Albany railroad for the first quarter of 
the fiscal year, ended September 30, 
shows an increase of $53,426 in net ear- 
nings, but a decrease in surplus owing 
to the fact that the charges increased 
$64,848 for the quarter. The gross ear- 
nings were $2,618,716, as against $2,-
